The Oldest City In 




St. Adqdstinb, Fla., Jan. 21— Tbe 
N. E. A. arrived hero this afternoon 
after a long and round about ride 

1 Tampa. Leaving the 
night at 8 o'clock, the party did not 
gat to this, plate until 2 p. m. Owing 
to some disagreement between the 
rival railroad systems on the East 
and West. coasts, the company opera- 
ting the near and direct lines across 
the peninsula, refused to pull the 
special cars and the trip was made 
over the Plant System by way of 
WaycrosB, Ga., a hundred miles or 
e out of the way. The delay in 
arriving here necessitated the post- 
ponement of to day's meeting until 
lorrow morning. On reaching this 
point we found L. W. Gaines, of 
Elkton, waiting to join the Kentucky 
delegation. Walton has not turned 
up and will not be on hand. 

I believe I gave a synopsis of the 
features of interest in the visit to 
Tampa, in my last, excepting the 
trip to Egmont Key on Monday. 
This excursion 20 miles down the bay 
the steamer Olivette was one of 
the most enjoyable features of the 
meeting. The whole association was 
given an elegant entertainment. 
Lunch was served on the boat, cigars 
and fruits were passed around and a 
band of music played often during 
the day. Everybody got off at the 
beach and spent an hour "gathering 
up shells from the sea shore." Fish- 
ing tackle was provided and some of 
the party raised up planks in the 
wharf and dropped in lines and had 
the satisfaction of catching some 
striped sheepshead fish weighing 6 to 
junds each. The local commit- 
were unremitting in their alten 
tions 'and courtesies to the visitors 
and everybody left with a good im- 
pression of Tampa and its people. , 
The St. Augustine committee os 
reception met the association at Jack- 
sonville, 35 miles above here, and 
every member was given a ticket for 
himself and baggage to and from the 
hotel. Most of the crowd went to the 
Alcazar but finding it difficult to get 
located promptly, many of them scat- 
tered out ana secured good accomo- 
dations in smaller hotels near by. 
Most of the hotels are in a square of 
the .Plaza and the three largest ones, 
the Alcazar, the Cordova and the 
Ponce de Leon are under the same 
management. The Ponce is the only 
rival of the Tampa Bay Hotel in 
splendor we have yet encountered. 
It is a little too rich for editorial blood, 
the price being from 1-1 up. The 
others charge J2.60 a day and other 
first class houses about the same. 

The next two or three days will be 
devoted to business meetings with 
numerous entertainments from time 
to time. These will of course have to 
be described in a future letter.

iny Question* of the Australian Ballot 
System Made Clear. 

Frankfurt. Jan. 25. — An important 
decision was handed down in the 
court of appeals to-day involving sev- 
eral disputed points in the Australian 
election system. Decision on account 
of similarity, has bearing on the case 
of Strauss against Johnson, over thi 



The points decided upon are in ac- leased 
cord with the claims of Mr. Strauss 
in his contest. The questions were 
raised in the case of County Judge 
Houston against Steel, of Boyd coun 
ty. 

The court in its decision says the 
county canvassing board, composed 
r.f th n onnnty judge, sheriff arid 
county clerk, must examine and 
count or reject all uncounted and 
ioubtful ballots returned by election 
ssncers, and must not be governed 
axclusively be certificates of officers 
n counting the votes cast. 

The next point decided is that a 
ballot marked with a lead pencil in- 
stead of ink and stencil is a valid bal 
lot, and must be counted, that marks 
blurs or blots on ballots that appear 
to be accidental, are not such distin- 
guishing marks as will invalidate the 
votes- 

If stencil marks should be made 
just outside the square that contains 
the party device, or just outside the 



ballot, and it should be counted, that 
is if mark is near enough to device or 
square to leave no doubt of voter's 
intentions.

PubUc school Building Burned-Heavy 




Public school Building Reduced to Aahee 

About 2 o'clock Sunday afternoon 
fire wse discovered issuing from tbe 
roof of the |colored Public School 
builing and an alarm was sounded, 
bringing out the fire company in a 
very short while, but the structure 
was a frame One and was booh reduc- 
ed to ashes. The blaze is believed 
to have started in a closet in the 
old part of the building and it was 
under good headway when first dis- 
covered. How it originated is a 
mystery as there had been no fire in 
the building since the day before, 
when a Teachers' Association was 
held there, and it looks very much 
like a case of incendiarism. The 
loss is about 16,000. There was 
an insurance of $3,000 on the build 
ing and $500 on the furniture and 
fixtures. 

The trustees cf the school and a num 
berof citizens held a meeting yester 
day forthe purposeof discussingf uture 
plans, etc., and it was decided to con- 
tinue the school without interruption, 
us-ng the various colored churches 
and halls in the city for tbe present. 

In the mean time an effort will be 
made to rebuild in the near future. 

The old building was a two' story 
structure with ten rooms and four com- 
modioua.halls, and had a seating ca- 
pacity of about five hundred scholars.

BILL FOR REVISING THE LIBEL LAW. 



orably Reported 
By the Committee. 

Fbankfort, Ky., Jan. 25.— Among 
the House bills favorably reported on 
by committees this morning was Mr, 
Carroll's measure revising the libel 
laws of the State, and in which the 
newspapers of the State are especially 
interested. 

Section 1 says: In all suits brought 
in this State for the publication of a 
libel, in any newspaper in this State, 
i he plaintiff shall recover only the ac- 
tual damages sustained, if it should 
appear from tbe evidence that the 
publication was made in good faith 
and its falsity was due to mistake or 
misrepresentation of the facts, and, 
in the next regular issue of the news- 
paper, after such mistake or misrep- 
resentation war, brought to the knowl- 
edge of the publishers, or manager, 
whether before or p fter suit is brought, 
a correction was published in as con- 
spicuous manner and place in said 
newspaper as was tbe article sued on 
as libelous. Section 2; In all actions 
for libel, implied malice may be re- 
butted, and if the jury finds there was 
no express malice, then no exempla- 
ry or punitive damages shall be 
awarded.

brace many valleys of surpassing rloh- 
ncss, while here and there along the 
seashore are narrow plains of g-reater 
or less fertility. Throughout Peru, 
Bolivia and Chili, however, Meigrgs' en- 
terprises eventually extended, afford- 
ing the mines in the mountains, the es 
tat.es and sugar haciendas in the val- 
leys, and the nitrate-beds in the Prov- 
ince of Iu,ui<iui easy egress to the mar- 
kets of the world. 

The most notable contract secured 
by Meiggs was the Orovo road, which 
is classed us the eighth wonder of the' 
world; there is nothing in Americ 



Ai-g-ouuut*. and sailed for California in 
a vessel loaded with lumber, which he 
sold in San Francisco for 20 times its 
cost. He built a wharf— long famous 
as Meiggs' wharf — ami a sawmill on 
the bay, tiiid sent mi-" in the woods to 

possessing a genial nature and a liberal 
disposition be soon won the friendship 
and conlidence of the people, and they 
made him treasurer of the city and 
county of San Francisco. 

He was the custodian of many thou- 
sands of dollars, and in addition held 
the fortunes left by deceased persons 
pending the administration of their 
estates. Money flowed into the vaults 
so freely, and" he had such a strong 
hold upon the colifidence of the people, 
that he began to believe that he had 
some sort of equity in the treasure. 
Friends who hufl assisted him to office 
solicited temporary "loana,'* which 
they never repaid. A craze for specu- 
lation ensued at this time, and Meiggs 
fell a victim. He looted the treasury 
and the money held In trust, and when 
the financial crash of 1854 came he was 
compelled to flee the city. He bought 
mall schooner and, with his wife, 
departed secretly by sea. 

It was a long time before his victims 
heard from him, and then the report 
came that he was engaged in extensive 
railroad building in Chill. The peo- 
ple in Chili rather distrusted him, but 
he was soon u]xin his feet. His geniu« 
found an opportunity. Having no ex- 
perience in railroad construction— not 
even a rudimentary knowledge of 
surveying— he, nevertheless, turned his 
attention to that business. The Chili- 
ans were ar.xous to have a railroad from 
the seaport of Valparaiso to Santiago, 
the capital, and Meiggs promptly under- 
took it. Previously, an English com- 
pany had built the road from the coast 
to the foot of the great Andean range 
which lies between the two cities. This 
was half-way, and it was the easiest 
part to build. The lofty mountain* 
discouraged the English, and they 
threw up the contract. To finish the 
road was a stupendous piece of engin- 
eering, and nothing- similar had ever 
before been attempted in South Ameri- 
ca. The chief feature of the coutract 
was a question ot time. Meggia agreed 
to perform the work within a given 
time, stipulating, however, that if he 
made shorter work of it, he was to re-

In Chill, mantas and skirts of white 
flannel are worn by penitentas— wom- 
en who have grieviously sinned, and 
thus advertise their penitence. They 
haunt the churches, and kneel for hours 
before the images of saint*. In the 
large cathredaJs, as in the smaller 
churches, these white figures are visi- 
ble, kneeling, crouching, motionless, 
looking like statues. Ladles of high 
rank are to be seen among the peni- 
tentas, as well as beautiful girls of 
lower station. It is strange to learn 
that this method of securing absolu- 
tion is very fashionable, and when the 
gayety of the summer season is over, 
and at the beginning of Lent, the ranks 
of the penitentas are full. Souls that 
cannot be cleansed by this course retire 
to a convent south of Santiago, called 
the Convent of the Penitents, when they 
scourge themselves with whips, wear 
sack-cloth, sleep in ashes, and live upon 
water and crusts, until the priests give 
them absolution. Within the walls of 
this convent was a fair senorita, 
whom Meiggs became enamored, arid, 
with the help of au American dentist, 
he began a courtship romantic beyond 
the imaginings of a Boccaccio. For it 
Involved notes tied to stones and 
thrown over the walla, Impromptu 
scenes from "Romeo and Juliet," a rope 
ladder, excited nuns, angry parents 
and a scandalized church. But it all 
ended happilv, how'evcr, in pare 
forgiveness and a fashionable wedd 

Again falling in debt, he next loc 
to Peru as a hew field to conquer, 
had to borrow a thousand dollars to de- 
fray the expenses of a journey there;, 
but his reputation had ' gone before 
him, and the Peruvians gave Mm valu- 
able railroad contracts. " In Peru, and 
in fact along the whole west coast of 
South America, the cloud-piercing 
Andean oordillera stretches from the 
north to the south, holding in its em- 



and impossible. With his 
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it ascends the narrow valley of the 
holy RiiBM river, and rises 5,000 feet 
in the first 45 miles to a pretty valley 
which is now used as a summer resort. 
Then it follows a giddy, serpentine 
pathway along the edge of great preci- 
pices and over bridges that seem to 
float In t he air, tunnels the Andes at an 
altitude of 10,000 feet— the highest spot 
in the world where n piston rod is pro- 
pelled bv steam— and reaches the town 
of Orovo, 13,000 feet above the level of 
the sea. The track has l>een forced 
through the mountains by a series of 
G5 tunnels, aggregating six miles in 
length. The tunnel of Galen, at the 
top of the Andes, is 4,000 feet long, 
and It is the highest tunnel upon the 
surface of the earth. As the canyons 
were too narrow fora curve, the system 
of reverse tangents had to b* adopted, 
and the track zig-zags up the mountain 
Bides on the switch and back-up princi- 
ple, until the summit is gained; hence, 
'there are often five or six lines of track 
parallel to each other, one above an- 
other, on the mountain side. Nearly 
the whole length of the road was made 
by blasting, and there is no earth visi- 
ble except what was carried there. 
Grading was done with the drill and 
hundreds of pounds of powder. During 
he six years the road was under con- 
itructlon, over 7.000 lives were lost. 
Human life Is cheap, however, in Peru. 
Meiggs made millions In Peru. At 
10 time he had contract/! with the gov- 
ernment In his own name amounting 
to $80,000,000. ne employed the best 
American engineers obtainable, and 
paid them salaries of $20,000 a year 
each, besides large bonuses in addition. 
When the Arequipa road was com- 
pleted, he chartered two ocean-going 
steamers of the Pacific Steam Naviga- 
tion company, fitted them with wines 
and provisions, and invited the Peruvi- 
an congress, all the national officials, 
and the leading men of the country to 
be his guests at the celebration of the 
opening of the road. To relieve the 
raonotony of the sea voyage, he took 
along an Italia ' 
two weeks the 
enjoyed 

In Peru the people follow the Span- 
ish proverb: "He who pays com 
n..tn<ls"— and Meiggs was an un- 
crowned king. With" the magic wand 
of gold he virtually controlled the Pe- 
ruvian minister of finance, the su- 
preme court justices, and the influen- 
tial members of congress, ne lived In 
a marble-fronted palace in the aristo- 
cratic part of Lima, and* kept open 
house like a prince. No viceroy of 
the golden days of Spanish fule lived 
so royally or dispensed favors with 
such a prodigal hand. His wines were 
th<5 best money could buy, and his 
cigars, mode especially for him in 
Cuba, were of the same brand used by 
Emperor Napoleon IIL 

Meiggs' greatest ability was as a flnan - 
cier. While practically uneducated, he 
possessed excellent common sense, and 
he understood human nature as few do. 
When building railroads in Peru, he was 
paid, of course, in national bonds, and 
he personally placed them. In England 
and France, upon far better terms than 
the Peruvians had ever been able to do. 
Bolivia had a reputation for never meet- 
ing her obligations, yet he succeeded in 
disposing of Bolivian bonds to excellent 
advantage in England. But as an or- 
ganizer and contractor of great works, 
and as a manager of men, Meiggs was 
never equaled in South America, and 
rarely surpassed anywhere. 

Artists and writers never sought his 
assistance in vain. It was Meiggs' cus- 
tom to educate young girls, claiming 
their favors in early womanhood, aft- 
erward giving a large dowry as an In- 
ducement to marry. Like the count of 
Monte Cristo, he would pour pure gold 
by the handful into the laps.of women 
who craved his aid. His wedding pres- 
ent to the daughter of the Peruvian 
president was a diamond necklace that 
cost $125,000. He was the personifica- 
tion of lavish liberality, and the de- 
of the Incas— the Cholos of

in the United States, and the fact that 
he was a criminal and a fugitive con- 
tinually troubled him. Finally, by the 
use of money and the help of friendB, 
the legislature of California was In- 
duced to grant him amnesty. He was 
Invited to return, but he never availed 
himself of the privilege.

Brown county and its sisters, Cler- 
mont and Adams counties, O., have 
within their borders three towers, 
the erection of which, with the sur- 
veying, the building' and experiments, 
occupied If years of time and cost Se- 
parative remoteness from news centers, 
perhaps because, of the reticence of 
those interested in the matter, the story 
of theee towers down on the mountain" 
nnd plains of the counties named, only 
60 miles from Cincinnati, hns never 
been made public. 

Three of these towers were erected, 
after much surveying, by a party con- 
sisting of five men, who wore « sort 
of undress uniform; a lady, the wife of 
one of the party, and another man, 
dresned In civilian clothes, who ap- 

They were evidently persons of re- 
finement, and they boarded at the best 
country houses in the sections in which 
they were M work. They were very 
pleasant, agreeable people and well 
liked by their hosts, but they talked 
little, and only of their work. The 
farmer people, unfortunately, kept no 
record of them; not even their names 
being remembered.
